Demand, Received by 
American Consul. 


WOUNDS ON BENTON 


BODY TO BE EXAMINED |. 


United States Accepts Villa’s 
Proposal in Case of Eng- 

lishman He Executed but 
_ Will Insist on Delivery of 
_ Body to Widow. 


LAREDO, Tex., Feb. 25.—Official con- 
firmation ‘of the story of the execution 
of Clemente Vergara, a ranch owner in 
America, by the Mexican Federals, near 
Hidalgo, Mexico, was received today by 
United States Consul Garrett at Neuvo 
Laredo. 

The report from there, which was re- 
ceived here a short time later, gaid that 
Garrett had hastened to the scene for 
the purpose of making an inquiry. 

According to the report, the body of 
Vergara, whose American citizenship is 
not questioned here, in spite of his Span- 
ish name, still was hanging to a tree, 

hree mites'from Hidalgo. 
Release Demand Ignored. 

The capture of Vergara had been the 
subject of representations on the part of 
American authorities who had made de- 
mand on the Federal commander at 
Piedras Negras for his release. It was 
rumored, even. at that time, that he had 
been hanged as s00n as he had been 
carried a. safe distance from the Amer- 
ican border. . 

Vergara was a resident of Webb 

County, Tex., where he engaged in the 
gy ree business. He used an island 

in the Rio Grande opposite his ranch a! 
‘Palat Rac sak pastute: don hia horses. 
wes. complainea that Mexican Fed- 
erals were stealing his lorses anda 
small detachment.of Texas rangers were 
gent to his ranch. 
~ On Feb. 18, Mexicans appeared on the 
island and called to Vergara: to come 
over, saying they would pay him for the 
horses. The rangers advised against 
compliance with the request, but the 
ranchman decided to go. 

~ Release Was Promised. 

When Vergara reached the island, ac- 
cording to reports, he was struck in the 
back of the head by the soldiers and 
made unconscious. He was then carried 
into the intefior of Mexico. 

Representations on behalf of Vergara 
‘ were made, tothe Federal commandant 
at Nuevo Laredo and to Gen. Maas at 
Monterey. The ranchman’s release was 
promised and apprehension for his safe- 
ty was allayed until his long absence 
caused additional inquiries to be made. 
Information was given out by the Mex- 
ican authorities that Vergara’s release 
already had been ordered. ! 

Yesterday reports were brought to 
Consul Garrett that Vergara had been 
hanged by the Mexicans, either on the 

night of his capture or the morning 
‘after, and the consul dispatched .an 
emissary to Hidalgo to learn the facts. 
The report confirming the hanging was 
brought here today.

ENDS LIFE WHEN 
WIFE OF 26 YEARS 
HEARS HE'S NEGRO 


Harry Haynie Was Known to 
rier and Neighbors.as White; 
to Employers as Black. 


FIGHT REVEALS SECRET 


He Takes Poison as Police Come 
to Arrest Him for Offense 
That Gave Wife News. 


For more than 2 years Harry Haynie 
of 5612% Easton avenue was known to 
his wife and their neighbors as a white 
man and to his employers, the Marshal! 
Bros. Livery Co., as a.negro. 

Haynie killed himself by swallowing 
earbolic acid at 11:40 p. m. Tuesday, 
when policemen called at.his home to 
arrest him for a fight with a negro. 
Through this fight the wife had learndd, 
a few days before, that her husband 
was supposed to have negro blood. 

His Neighbors Are Surprised. 

Neighbors, after the tragedy, were 
surprised to learn that any question 
had heen raised as to the man’s race. 
Several who had known Haynie for 
vears said it never had occurred to them 
that he was not white. 

J. D. Marshall, Haynie’s employer, 
said that at the livery company’s head 
quarters, Delmar and Union boulevards, 
where Haynie worked as a driver, he 
was known as a negro. The company 
has both white and negro drivers, and 
makes no strict classification as to race, 
but Marshall seemed surprised tok 
that Haynie had been known anyw..ere 
as a white man. 

The policemen who went to arrest 
Haynie, and who later reported his 
suicide, stated in the report that he ha-l 
some of the physical characteristics of 
a negro. 

Haynie fought a few days ago with 
Edgar Smith of 2322 Market street, a 
negro employe of the livery company. 
The fight is said to have been caused 
by Smith's use of an epithet, coupled 
with the word “‘nigger,’’ and applied to 
Haynie. Haynie shot and stabbed Smith, 
causing superficial wounds, and Smith 
broke Haynie’s nose. Smith was sent to 
the city hospital and the company laid 
both men off. : 
Takes Petaon When Police Come. 
A” police court charge first was 
brought, but Tuesday the Prosecuting 
Attorney’s office issued a warrant 


When the policemen called to serV@&the 


Mrs. Haynie answered then 
Be¢ond-story window, and 
hearing the conversation, Haynie swal- 
lowed the poison. When his wife learned 
what he had done, she tossed the key 
out to the policemen, and they called 
an ambulance, but Haynie was dead in 
a few minutes. 
A note in his pocket, addressed to his 
wife and sister-in-law, showed thar 
Haynie had decided, a day or two be- 
fore, to kill himself. He gave illness 
as the reason. 
Mrs. Haynie said she had been mar- 
ried to Haynie 26 years, and that, un- 
til a few days ago, she never heard the 
suggestion that he might have negro 
blood. When she went with him f the 
Dayton Street Police Court, she sald. 
she heard two men talking about his 
case, and one of them called him a 
negro. She said she could not bring 
herself to ask him about this, as she 
thought he had enough other trouble. 
Their son, 23 years old, is not now in 
St. Louis, she said.

White House officials after Secretary 
Bryan had called there and gone made 
this explanation of the status of the in- 
quiry for Benton’s body: 

‘Two dispatches were received yester- 
day, one from Consular Agent Caroth- 
ers, saying Villa would not permit a 
view of the body “at this time,” but 
would do so later. That message came 
during the afternoon. 

“Late last night a message was re- 
ceived from Consul Letcher at Chihua- 
hua, who had been in personal confar- 
ence with Villa. He reported Villa was 
willing to have the widow and relatives 
of Benton see the body, when it was ex- 
rhumed, and that their visits would be 
permitted in the presence of representa- 
tives to be designated by the American 
Government.” 

The State Department is hopeful that 
through Gen. Carranza, Villa’s superior 
officer, it can succeed in getting Ben- 
ton’s body. No answer has been re- 
ceived today to representatives sent to 
Carranza yesterday at Nogales. The 
mail report of the proceedings of the 
courtmartial had not reached Washing- 
ton. 

Secretary Bryan has communicated to 
the British Embassy the latest mes- 
sages from Consul Letcher, announcing 
Villa's willingness to permit the widow 
to view Benton's body, but his refusal 
to allow its removal. That, however, 
may not meet the demands of the 
British Embassy. Secretary Bryan de- 
clined today to intimate what he would 
do in the event that Villa persisted in 
his refusal and Carranza could not be 
induced to intervene.

Some of Them. Take Babies 
Through Snow to Register 
for Spring Election. 


About 1500 women of Granite City left 
their housework and walked through the 
snow Tuesday to registef for the spring 
elections. 

Many left children at 
maid or an obliging neighbor. Others 
took their babies to the polls. Mrs. J. 
A. Appel found no one with whom to 
leave her daughter, 3-year-old Ruth 
Elizabeth, and pulled her to the Third 
Ward polling place on a sled. 

The polls were so crowded with wom- 
en voters at times in the afternoon that 
lines had to be formed. ° 
Women who stood in line with Mrs. 
Appel at the 3 o’clock rush at the Third 
Ward precinct were Mrs. H. F. Butler, 
Mrs. William Schooley, Mrs. Fred Hold- 
inghouse, Mrs. Edith Clark and Miss 
Olivia Clark. 

Mrs. Clark also took her baby to the 
polling place. ‘‘He’ll be a voter some 
day,”’ she said, “but he’ might as well 
learn.”’ 

Officials’ Estimates Fall Short. 
Officials at the city hall gave esti- 
mates in the morning as to how many 
women would register. Chief of Police 
White led the list with an estimate of 
500. Police Judge Charles Sowell was 
low with a guess of 200. The estimates 
were based on the early morning regis- 
tration and showed that mere men know 
little of woman's newly awakened in- 
terest in politics. 

In the Second Ward approximately 1100 
registrations were recorded and a clerk 
said at closing time that at least 700 
of them were women. In the Third 
Ward 400 Women and about the same 
rumber of men registered. The other 
wards are smaller and the percentage 
of women who registered was also 
smaller, running from one-third to a 
half of the total. Approximately 200 
registered in the Fifth Ward and one- 
third were women. 


Factor in Liquor Election. 
Many amusing incidents occurred at 


the polling places. One woman declared 
she “did not believe women ought to 
vote, but she was going to vote in the 
local option election April 7 

“My husband is going to vote wet.”’ 
she said, “ane I am determined to kill 
his vote.’ , 

Mrs. Appel, a W. C. T. U. worker, said 
her husband was “going to vote right’’ 
and she expected to add her vote to his. 
‘The W. C. T. U. officials were jubilant 
over the large registration of women 
and declared it presaged a dry victory 
in Nameoki Township at the local op- 
tion election. , 
Mrs. H. F. Butler, an’ officer of the 
W. Cc. T. U., said: ‘‘Nameoki Township 
is going dry. The wets can’t muster 
enough votes to offset the large vota 
that the women will poll.’’

Although one 
woman was registered for the primary, 
she did not brave the weather to exer- 
cise her right. 

The pretty white ballot boxes provided 
by the Board of Election Commission- 
ers for the women, were not used and 
will ‘be stored until the aldermenic elec- 
tion in April. 

The explanation for 
that the local parties, which intend to 
put complete tickets in the field later. 
change their party names for each elec- 
tion and thus avoid showing’ their hands 
at the primary. 

Fach of the judges and clerks of elec- 
tion received $5 pay for the day and th 
rent of 49 polling also was $ 
each, bringing the cost of the primary 
election to $1275, great as that of a 
general election. 

In 13 of the 438 precincts and 
First, Fourth and Fifth wards not a 
vote was cast. The Socialist party, 
which had a complete ticket in the field. 
nominated candidates to the City Coun- 
cil from the Second, Third, Sixth, Sev- 
enth and Eighth wards with 13 votés,

day Sermons.

Admitting, he 
said, that the body of man, like all other 
animated bodies, was evolved during 
millions of years from a germ proto- 
plasm, it must be also admitted that 
‘there came a time when into the brute 
mind God breathed His divine spirit, 
giving man a living soul and moral and 
spiritual being. 
Bishop Tuttle declared that the body 
should be guarded and cared for after 
Lent as well as during that season He 
urged his listeners to be careful of their 
indulgences and to place proper vaiue 
upon their physical welfare as an essen- 
tial part of spiritual advance.

Mrs. Florence Kelley of New York, 
general secretary of the National Con- 
sumers’ League, who came to St. Louis 
too late Tuesday to speak before the 
City Club, conferred Wednesday with 
the leading workers of the Consumers’ 
League of Missouri, which has its head- 
quarters at 1210 Locust street. 


tell the St. Louis workers, and which 
was the message she would have de- 
livered before the City Club, was a de- 
scription of the workings of the peace 
protocol trade agreement in the garment 
trades in New York City. 

Mrs. Kelley told 'a reporter that if this 
protocol were in existence in St. Louis 
the present strike of the garment work- 
ers would be settled and the possibility 
of future strikes in this trade minimized. 

How Frotocol Plan WoOrks. 

Mts. Kelley also spoke approvingly of 
the work of the State Wage Commis- 
sion, and expressed the hope that the 
cemmission would recommend to the 
Legislature the protocol plan if it recom- 
mends a permanent wage commission. 

The protocol plan calls for the crea- 
tion of a conference committee com- 
prised of representatives of the employ- 


er, the employes and the consumer, or

This conference first undertakes to

Mrs. Kelley said the plan was under 
cperation in 3800 New York factories, 
and that 130,000 workers. were deriving 
benefits from it. One large firm in Chi- 
cago also has adopted the plan volun- 
tarily. 

The National Consumers’ League has 
urged the legislatures of the various 
slates to consider the plan in their min- 
imum wage legislation, while through 
its & branches over the country it is en- 
deavoring to explain its merits to €m- 
p.oyers and the public. 

‘This yet an .experiment,’’ Mrs. 
Kelley said, “but it is proving eminently 
successful. It is an experiment in the 
sanitary control of an industry by those 
most interested in its destiny. No mat- 
ter how good work may be done by 
labor departments and factory inspec- 
tors, it is as vet impossible to eradicate 
the feeling of resentment on the part 
shop and factory owners against 
State interference in what they call 
their “own rights’’ and it is difficult to 
convince the employers of the benefits 
of factory inspection. 

“Nor is it possible, with factory in- 
spection departments organized as they 
are at present, to imbue factory work- 
ers with a wholesome regard towards 
State factory inspection or with an in- 
clination to co-operate with the _ in- 
spectors.”’ 

Wace Commission Werk 

Mrs. Kelley has completed: a tour of 
many Southern and Eastern cities. She 
said she had found the greatest need 
for a living wage at the present, because 
of a surplus of labor, which tended to 
reduce wages. She pointed to ths value 
of the protocol, which fixes the wage 
and working conditions. 

Permanent wage she 
J said, exist in Washington, Oregon, Cal- 
ifornia, Colorado, Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin and Massachusetts, aithough only 
the Oregon commission has advanced to 
the point where it is fixing wages. 
(‘ommissions inquiring into wage con- 
ditions, she said, are at work in Mis- 
souri, Michigan, Indiana, Nebraska and 
Cnio. 

“The National Consumers’ League is 
pledged to a 10-year program in behalf 
of the minimum wage. This is the most 
important phase of its work, Mrs. Kel- 
ley said, although it |s working through 
its various branches for pure food, net 
weights and full measures and clean 
shops.

Louisan, Discovered in Ari- 
zona; Memory a Blank. 

MISSING SINCE AUG. 20 

He Was Believed to Have 


Walked From Deck of a 
Steamer in His Sleep. 


| St. Louis relatives have received news- 
leaner clippings from California relatives 
‘containing an account of the finding of 
Lucien Ganahl, son of F. J. Ganahl, a 
wealthy lumberman of Los Angeles and 
nephew of Fidel Ganahl and Nicholas 
Le Brun of St. Louis, who was believed 


to have been drowned Aug. 20 by walk- 
ing in his sleep from the deck of an 
ocean steamer. 

His brother, 


Gaston Ganahl, never 


convinced that the missing man was 


i\dead, kept up a persistent search for 
ihim and found him a week ago, his 
| memory a blank, working as a section 
hand on a railroad in Arizona. He Is 
now back with his family in Los Ange 
les and‘it is thought he will regain his 
rmemory. 
Body Identified as His. 

Lucien Ganahl, who is 3% years old and 
married, and was known in St. Louis 
through ooccdsional visits to relatives 
here, was operated on last April in San 
Francisco. Sleep-walking developed as 
an after-effect. In August he was a 
passenger on the steamer Harvard. 
When the ship reached San Francisco 
he was not on board. It was supposed 
he had walked from the deck in his 
sleep. Three weeks later a body was 
recovered in San Francisco Bay which 
was identified as that of Ganahl. 

Gaston Ganehl, however, was not con- 
vinced that his brother was dead. Act- 
ing on the theory that Lucien had wan- 
dered from the ship before it started, ha 
began a search. He obtained clews 
which he followed to Alaska. 

Trafl Lost in Alaska. 

He learned that a man answering his 

escription had been there, but had 
remained only a short time. The trail 
was lost there and was not recovered 
unti] section laborers on a railroad in 
Arizona wrote to the family that a man 
answering the description of Lucien 
Ganahl was working on the road. 

His mother, wife and daughter went 
to Arizona and found him working as a 
laborer. He barely recognized them and 
had no recollection of his past life. He 
was taken to the home of his father at 
Los Angeles, where it is thought med!'- 
cal treatment will restore his memory. 


PROPOSED HIGHWAYS 
CALLED PEACOCK LANES 


Representative Shackelford At- 
tacks Transcontinental Proj- 


ect of Auto Association. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Transconti- 
nental highways proposed by the Amert- 
can Automobile Association were char 
acterized yesterday as “peacock lanes 
over which the members of this high- 
browed, joy-riding association may 
strut,” by Representative Shackelford of 
Missouri, attacking what he called the 
“editorial canning factory’’ maintained 
by the organization to promote. the 
measures it favored. 

With funds the association collected 
frm its 450 subordinate automobile 
clubs and the like, Mr. Shackelford de- 
clared a “nefarious lobby” was main- 
tained in Washington and the “all-es- 
sential long green’ was collected to 
fight the re-election of opponents of 
motor-road bills. 

He read a letter from the president of 
the association to a member in Kansas 
City, Mo., urging that support be with- 
drawn from the Shackelford $25,000,000 
good roads bill now before the Senate. 
It has passed the House. The measure 
provides for dirt roads in rural free de- 
livery districts.

Bind Two Watchmen, But Miss 
$7600 After Vault 
Resists Two Charges. 


DES MOINES, Ie., Feb. %.-—An unsuc- 
cessful attempt to dynamite the vault 
in the State Treasurer's office here was 
made early today. Two of the Statehouse 
watchmen were bound and gagged but 
four masked safeblowers got only %, 
which they took from a cash‘drawer in 
the Treasurer’s office. 

After two charges had been exploded 
around the door of the vault, the men 
departed. The watchmen who were 
overpowered were Mills Russell and 
George Carpenter. 

A. J. Gay, another watchman, is said 
by the police to have been “peacefully 
asleep in the Supreme Court room” 
while the attempted robbery was in 
progress. 

The safe contained about $7600 in cur- 
rency and more than $1,000,000 worth of 
securities, including $200,000 worth of 
capitol extension bonds, according ‘to 
William C. Brown, State Treasurer. It 
is believed the men abandoned thelr ef- 
forts to open the safe because they were 
short of explosives. 

Detectives today said there was con- 
siderable mystery as to how the men 
got into the capitol. They were hidden 
in the Board of Parole rooms when 
Watchman Russell, an old soldier, came 
along. Without warning, so Russell said, 
they tled and gagged him, and dragged 
him into the Treasury office, »here they 
at once began work on the vault. 

Two men acted as lookouts and as 
Watchman Carpenter, also an old sol- 
dier, came along they grabbed him and 
tied him up, and took him also to the 
Treasury room, whtre cne of them stood 
guard. 

Carpenter said that he wiggled out of 
bis ropes shortly after the cracksmen 
left the building and notified the police. 
He described the men as being middle- 
aged, about 5 feet 7 inches tall, except 
the leader, who was about 6 feet tall. 

‘Watchman Gay knew nothing of the 
attempted safeblowing until awakened 
by Carpenter, according to the latter. He 
aid not hear the explosions nor the 
sound of the cracksmen’s voices. 

The cracksmen entered the building 
about midnight. After binding and gag- 
ging the watchmen they drilled four 
holes in the vault and set off the 
charges which failed to open the door,

BADEN-BADEN, Germany, Feb. 2%.— 


Admiral von Diedrichs himself informed 
the British naval commander in Manila 
Bay at the time of the Spanish-Ameri- 
Can war, that he would shoot any Ameri- 
can officer who attempted to board a 
German warship ‘‘to make inquiry and 
establish her identity” in carrying out 
the orders of Admiral Dewey. 

This admission was made today in a 
further narrative of events given to the 
Associated Preas. 

The statement of Admiral von Died- 
richs was inspired by the reading of Ad- 
miral Dewey’s book, recently issued. 
giving the American. commander's ver- 
sion of the causes of the trouble be- 
tween the United States and German 
forces in Manila Bay which culminated 
iu a shot being fired across the bow of 
ene of the vessels of Admiral von Died- 
richs’ fleet. 

How Controversy AroOse. 

The controversy between Admiral 
Dewey and the German Admiral arose 
over the visiting between the vessels 
of the various Powers, which, accord- 
ing to Admiral Diedrichs, was quite 
promiscuous. He admitted there was 4 
certain justice in Admiral Dewey's com- 
plaint as to the German ships being 
constantly on the move, although this 
Was necessary and in no way meant to 
be unfriendly. 

The bulk of the German squadron was 
about to be withdrawn, said the German 
commander, when the conflict arose 
over the right of visitation, and he then 
decided to retain his whole: force there. 

Admiral von Diedrichs blamed Admira! 
Dewey for the clash and intimated that 
it never would have arisen if the Ameri- 
can commander merely had protested 
officially about two “trivial incidents,”’ 
instead of firing shots in order to stop 
two German pinnaces. One of them, 
passing the American vessel, was held 
up because her flag was not showing 
plainly and the other was approaching 
the Olympia at night with a message 
and was not promptly identified. 

The German Admiral felt that Admiral 
Dewev's action was decidedly unfriend- 
lv. He sent his flag Lieutenant, von 
Hintze, to make a =-formal protest 
against the action of the McCulloch in 
halting the German cruiser Irone: in 
order to learn her identity. This, said 
the German Admiral, was the incident 
incorrectly attributed to the Cormoran 
by Admiral Dewey. 

The American Admiral retaliated that 
no ship, commercial or naval, would be 
allowed to pass his lines. He then an- 
nounced his intention of sending an of- 
ficer on board every warship arriving in 
the bay ‘‘to make inquiry and to estab- 
lish her identity.’’

Commerce Secretary Redfield’s speech at Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., gains publicity just in time to check 
a@ general renewal of tariff talk along the old 
conventional stand-pat lines at Republican ban- 
guets. 

The new schedules have been in operation for 
more than four months. That is a sufficient time 
to gain an idea of their workings, particularly as 
their enactment had been a certainty for many 
months previous and the Republican contention 
has always been that the mere “menace” of Dem- 
ocratic revision is as disastrous as revision itself. 

If an unusual number have lacked employment 
this winter, causes other than the lower tariff 
rates must be looked for. Mr. Redfield showed 
that what the protection theorists regard as the 
very corner stone of American prosperity is now 
broader, firmer and more enduringly planted than 
ever before. This corner stone, of course, is our 
“balance of trade.” During the six months end- 
ing with December, it increased $38,000,000—10 per 
cent, as compared with the previous year. 

No American workmen have lost their jobs be- 
cause the new tariff has encouraged an inrush 
of foreigh-made goods to replace in domestic mar- 
kets the goods made by our own workers. Dur- 
ing the seven months ending with January, not- 
withstanding an increase in imports of food, the 
total we bought abroad declined $28,554,929, as 
compared with the total bought abroad the year 
before when the old tariff was in effect. 

During these seven months foreign purchases, 
whose import is alleged to take just that much 
bread out of American workmen’s mouths, declined 
26 per cent. If there were no factors other than 
the tariff in the problem, employment ought to 
have been given to more workmen instead of to

| Wipe the Blate Olean. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The city charter says the people can initiate 
“any ordinance.” That being true, they can in- 
itlate an ordinance repealing the ordinance grant- 
ing the Southern Traction Co.’s loop franchise. 
Also an ordinance calling an election to vote 
bonds to build the Reber approach adopted by the 
Municipal Assembly in 1912. 

Lawyers for interested parties may protest; the 
courts may be appealed to. But the grant of power 
to the people in their charter is plain as day. 
Moreover, the ordinance granting the loop fran- 
chise expressly provides, in its own text, for its 
amendment or repeal at any time. The power to 
repeal held exclusively by the Municipal Assem- 
bly when the loop franchise was granted, is now 


~ hela equally by the people of St. Louis, under the 


initiative and referendum charter amendment 
adopted after the franchise was granted. 

The loop franchise is believed to have alienated 
many voters from earlier propositions to vote 
bends for bridge completion. Even as it was 
amended, withdrawing the right to use the city 
bridge when completed and giving the city full 
power to regulate, it remaine’ hateful to thou- 
sands because of its 50-year term, and even more 
because of its having been granted by a com- 
plaisant city government at the dictation of a 
political boss who placed that government in of- 
fice. 

You are right in suggesting that the civic or- 
genizations which are preparing to circulate 
petitions for an initiative election act upon the 
plain lesson of these facts, and ‘submit both 
propositions to the people—repeal of the loop 
franchise ordinance and a bond issue for bridge 
completion. 

Not a dollar has been invested in construction 
under the loop franchise. No visible vested in- 
terest ig there to be disturbed; no value except the 
problematical value of a special privilege obtained 
from the people under conditions and on terms 
which many of them deem a gross betrayal of 
municipal interests. Until the bridge shall be 
ecmpleted the loop franchise can have no use 
value whatever. It can be vtilized only as a 
basis for the sale of bonds to distant investors— 
and to none of these who have even a alight un- 
derstanding of the present temper of the people 
of St. Louis. The builders of the Southern Trac- 
tion system, proposing to link St. Louis more 
closely with Southern Illinois, can have no doubt 
this city will welcome them, on terms fair to both 
parties, s0 soon as bridge completion enables 
them to enter. They will fare better if they too 
join in a movement to wipe the slate clean of all 
past mistakes, finish the bridge and then take-up, 
in open daylight, as honorable petitioners, the 
business of obtaining a new franchise to lay their 
tracks in the city’s streets, 

All St. Loulsans want the bridge finished. All 
want it used by interurban traction lines—it 
is ed to accommodate them. But there is 
reason to believe that more than one-third of 
the voters, or a number sufficient to defeat a 
bond issue, will remain opposed to any forward 
step until the slate shall be wiped clean for a 
new start.

WHEN BEES IS BEES. 
A correspondent at Block House, Mo., 
we think—of the 
theft of a hive of bees from Mrs. Mattie 
Tison. He says he did not think anyone 
could be so little, nor did we imagine 
anyone could.

ST. LOUIS’ BILLBOARD LAW. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican: 

St. Louls may be congratulated upon 
having apparently got the better of the 
Billboard Trust m the long controversy 
which for nine years has been waged in 
the courts, and the work has already, 
begun of demolishing the offending 
structures, some 1800 in all. 

The law of 190, which is now to be 
enforced, was carefully considered, and 
leaves scope enough for billboard adver- 
tiging, while correcting some of the 
abuses of which most complaint had 
been made. Height is limited to 14 feet, 
which should be adequate. An open 
space of four feet from thé ground was 
required to prevent the billboards from 
screening objectionable things. The max- 
imum area allowed is 500 square feet, 
and the maximum length is 8 feet, a 
gap of at least six feet being required 
between bfllboaris. In addition to these 
regulations the law fixes a license fee 
of $1 for every lineal five feet. 

This is less radical than the plan 
which to some extent has been tried 
in Europe of a sliding scale of taxation 
by which the larger and more obnoxious 
signs are penalized, but it is a begin- 
ning. Cities are coming to realize that 
there are no limits to the disfigurement 
which advertisers would cause if there 
were no check. A big billboard “kills” 
a smaller one; if all are kept down to 
reasonable limits there‘is plenty of room 
for publicity, and the city is better off. 
American cities have done much to- 
ward cleaning up; their outskirts and 
backyards are not nearly so disrepu- 
table as they were D years ago. The 
suburbs are neater and more attractive; 
business streets are more solidly butit 
up and more dignified in appearance. 
In many places wires have been put 
underground, giving the street a trim- 
mer look. Parks and boulevards have 
grown up. But the effect of all these 
reforms has been in great Measure neu- 
tralized by the tremendous growth of 
the billboard advertising; when this 
abuse is corrected it will be strikingly 
shown what progress has been made.

It is said that the only thing 
that kept Stanley alive during a severe 
attack of gastric fever which he suf- 
fered on one of his African explorations 
was a gruel made from dried bananas. 
If we could get bananas that had rip- 
ened on the plant, so that the sun of 
the tropics had been given time to con- 
vert their more or less indigestible 
starchy substance into sugar, they would 
agree with most delicate stomachs. But 
in order to stand shipment to this coun- 
try they have to be picked green and 
ripened artificially when they get here.”’
